Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

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The reference claims disclose that the double spiro compounds can be used in the light emitting 
layer, hole injecting or transporting layer and electron transporting layer. The Kim reference

the instant claims is a non-substituted fused ring group (fluorene) or hydrogen. 
7. Claims 2, 14 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. The prior art does not teach or suggest the recited luminescent 
spiro-dimer, further including the linking group K is

Response to Arguments 
8. Applicants arguments filed January 3 1 , 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the present claims relate to a spiro-dimer wherein the two 
groups make up the dimer individually include two fluorene units linked together. Compounds 
100 and 101 of the Kim '462 
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read on the instant claims when R (for the linking group) of the present claims is hydrogen and 
the R groups attached to the spiro groups are fluorene units (fused group). The reference also

reads on the instant claims in that at least one R * is present in the linking group with R\ 

and R 2 are both hydrogen. The rejection is maintained.
